JeffersonvlUe, last Thurs¬ 
day. Rathbun confessed that he and 
Corp. Blanchard, of Plattsburg, N. Y., 
had planned to register a corpse at the 
Jeffersonville hotel tu» Rathbun. burn 
the hotel, have Mrs. Rathbun Identify 
the body as that of her husband, and 
then divide an insurance policy of 
14,000. The man registered at the hotel 
was William Ten Eyke. according to 
Rathbun. and when be w*as registered 
Rathbun took his name. Ten Eyke 
seems to have been a name given to the 
Victim by Rathbun. since the dead man 

J tramp from Evansville. Ind.. who had 
been at the Salvation Army Hotel, In 
Louisville, for several weeks, and who 
disappeared the day before '‘Rath- 
bun’s" body was found in the Jeffer¬ 
sonville hotel. According to a telegram 
from nattsburg. N. Y.. from where 
Rathbun was a deserter. Corp. Blanch¬ 
ard was also a deserter, but nothing 
was known of the Intimacy between the

Charles Goodman, a tramp from 
Evansville, was almost certa nly the vic¬ 
tim of the Jeffersonville murder mys¬ 
tery- This Is the latest development of 
the case, where one man planned de¬ 
struction. murder and arson to 
steal $4,000 from the Metropolitan In¬ 
surance Company. A day of shrewd de¬ 
tective work located the man Rathbun 
himself and brought out this latest de¬ 
velopment before midnight, and thus 
was accomplished the quickest solving 
of a great mystery on record. 

Goodman came to the Salvation Army 
Hotel on October 29 and disappeared cn 
Wednesday. November 6. The clothes 
that he wore have been practically 
Identified, the description fits, while on 
Wednesday Goodman announced to a 
pal that h* had found an "easy mark" 
who had given him two-bits and who 
was going to buy him a supper that 

night. 

Newell Charles Rathbun, who was ar¬ 
rested early In the day. has confessed to 

nil but the actual killing of the man.

Was the man found dead In the Falls 
City Hotel of Jeffersonville last Thurs¬ 
day morning Charles Goodman, of 
Evansville, or another? 

Was the man who took supper Wed¬ 


nesday night at the .hotel with Rath¬ 
bun. alias Will Ten Eyke. the same 
that died of laudanum poisoning? 

Who was the mysterious stranger 
who appeared at the St. Cloud Hotel 
on October 2$. and. after examining the 
register and acting so queerly as to ex¬ 
cite the curiosity of the clerk, slipped 
away? 

Does this stranger figure? 

Where did Rathbun spend the time 
for which he cannot account? Is there 
such a person as Blanchard, whom 
Rathbun Indirectly accuses of having 
murdered the unknown? 

Was the mar. whom Rathbun repre¬ 
sented at the Falls City Hotel before 
supjier. under the Influence of some 
strong drug, as Donald McKnlght. the 
clerk, now declares? 

And, finally, which of the two con¬ 
fessions Rathbun has made Is the cor¬ 
rect one? 

These are the questions In the now 
notorious Rathbun murder Insurance 
case which confronted the Louisville 
and Jefferson county officers yesterday 
afternoon. 

With the publication of the Courier- 
Journal's story yesterday morning l>e- 
gan the search for Ten Eyke. Before 
noon word had come to Police Chief 
Gunther that a mysterious man had 
been enlisted at the head recruiting of¬ 
fice, and that he was supposed to be 
at the very least a deserter, possibly 
a noted crook. 

The Chief informed Capt. Sullivan, 
and through the energy of that officer 
and Detectlveo Ross and Donohue the 
strange soldier who had been seen to 
buy every newspaper in Louisville since 
Saturday, was put under arrest. 

• • • 

Developments Thick and Fast. 


Then the developments came thick 
and fast. The prisoner admitted that 
he was Newell Rathbun. whose sup¬ 
posed body had been shipped to Little 
Rock and there held on complaint of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com¬ 
pany. They had Rathbun. but who 
was Ten Eyke? 

"Why. he's the dead man," said the 
prisoner. Then he went on to tell the 
officers a nice story. He had met Ten 
Eyke accidentally on the street. They 
had struck up an acquaintance and 
Rathbun had disclosed his plan to beat 
the Insurance company out of $4,000. 
They agreed to procure a "stiff," slip 
him in some small hotel that had no 
night clerk, leave Rathbun’s letters 
with him. then burn the hotel. 

• • • 

Use of the Charred Corpse. 


The charred corpse would pass ex¬ 
cellently for Rathbun. But Ten Eyke 
had died opportunely and Rathbun bad 
seized the chAnce. 

That was the fine scheme and first 
confession of the prisoner. Before the 
officers had finished congratulating 
themselves on their good luck G. A. 
Flannelly, proprietor of the St. Cloud 
Hotel. In Louisville; Mr. Frank Ogden, 
owner of the Falls City Hotel. In Jeffer¬ 
sonville, and Donald McKnlght, clerk 
in the Falls City Hotel, arrived to Iden¬ 
tify positively the prisoner as William 
L. Ten Eyke. And then, with this iden¬ 
tification staring him out of counte¬ 
nance. Rathbun changed front, spoke 
of a partner, Blanchard, whose picture 
he produced, and accused Blanchard of 
"flushing the game to© soon" by dis¬ 
posing of the "accepted stiff" without 
"putting him (Rathtam) on." 

The conspiracy to defraud the Insur¬ 
ance company, involving In the scheme, 
as it did. arson and wholesale mur¬ 
der. Rathbun admitted freely to all In 
the room. 

• • • 

One Thing He Will Not Admit. 

Only one thing they could not make 
him admit, which was that he admin¬ 
istered The fatal dose to the murdered 
man. 

“Blanchard" did It without his knowl¬ 
edge. or the man must have died ac¬ 
cidentally. he said. 

The detectives found a watch upon 
the person of the prisoner. The watch 
was In a handsome gold case. No. 293,- 
600A, while the movement was Gladia¬ 
tor. Canton. O.. No. 7&8,6$5, Within the 
case was ninked W. II. E. 

Rathbun says the watch belongs to 


W. H. Ellis, a private In the First In¬ 
fantry at Manila, and that he got the 
watch out of a pawnbroker's shop at 
Memphis for Ellis. ThJs story the po¬ 
lice think is probably true. And now 
comes the question that gives Rath¬ 
bun a chance.

Were They the Same MauP 


Hotel Proprietor Frank Ogden and his 
clerk. Don McKnlght, d If agree com¬ 
pletely as to the men who took supper 
at the Falls City Hotel last Wednes¬ 
day night, the evening before the find¬ 
ing of the corpse. Both ore sure of 
Rathbun. The question comes In re¬ 
gard to the other. 

Mr. McKnlght says: "I was at the 
desk when they came up. This fellow, 
the prisoner, did all the talking. The 
other man seemed smaller. He carried 
the grip, and then he looked to me like 
he was full of dope. I never saw such 
« looking fellow in my life. 1 thought 
he was in awful bad shape. He stood 
holding the grip, and then Rathbun, 
the present prisoner, registered them 
both. The other fellow did not wem to 
me to know* what he was doing. No, 
I did not see the deid man. I was up 
until very late that night, and when 
I got up the next day they had taken 
the body from the house." 

The proprietor of the hotel did not 
look at the gueet as did his clerk. 

"I don't believe the dead man and 
the fellow who took supper with Rath¬ 
bun are the same, declared Ogden pos¬ 
itively. "I saw the pair at supper that 
night, and to me the stranger who was 
registered as Newell C. Rathbun looked 
the picture of health. The dead man 
was almost a skeleton." 

The men who were on the 11:25 boat 
going to Jeffersonville that night say 
that the men passing as Rathbun and 
Ten Eyke sat on the dark side of the 
boat, and that the man Ten Eyke had 
great difficulty In keeping the man he 
called Rathbun upright. Going up the 
hill from the river. Ten Eyke almost 
carried Rathbun. And this opens the 
question what Is Blanchard’s exact con¬ 
nection in the case?

Rathbun names him as the accomplice 
In the scheme to defraud the Insurance 
company. But in all the time that Rath, 
bun Is known to have been In Louisville, 
no trace of even a meeting with this 
Blanchard can be discovered by the offi¬ 
cers. 

In spite of all theories to the contrary, 
there Is a Blanchard, who, according to 
a special dispatch to the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal. really deserted from Plattsburg, as 
charged by Rathbun. By this same tele¬ 
gram It Is seen that the description of 
Blanchard, as well as Goodman's, tallb s 
with that of the corpse. Some there are 
who believe that the victim, therefore, 
is really Blanchard. However. It Is more 
generally thought that Goodman was the 
man and that he tvas picked because of 
his resemblance to Blanchard, which 
would enable Rathbun to pass him Into 
the hotel with Ifss danger of detection. 
This Is somewhat confirmed by the dif¬ 
ference of opinion existing among the 
Jeffersonville hotel people as to whether 
the corpse was the same man tLat first 
appeared with Ruthbun on Wednesday 
evening.

The Stranger At the St. Cloud. 

Another chance of connecting such a 
man with the mystery lies In an in¬ 
cident that happened at the St. Cloud 
Hotel on October 26. On that evening a 
man about five feet seven and one-half 
Inches tall, with sandy hair, smooth 
face and weighing about 335 pounds, 
came into the hotel. He came up to the 
desk, looked carefully over the reglli¬ 
ter and seemed to be searching Tor 
some name. Ho could not find it and 
went away, apparently much disap¬ 
pointed. after having attracted the at¬ 
tention of Night Clerk Smith. This 
man may have been Blanc hard. 

"Where could Blanchard be found?" 
asked a man at police headquarters of 
Rathbun. 

"He might be In Little Rock," an¬ 
swered the prisoner.

Washington. Nov. 11.—[Special.!—"If 
you can't agree on the eollectorshlp, I 
will select a candidate myself," was 
President Roosevelt's statement to the 
^Kentucky Republicans in conference 
♦with him upon the Louisville coliector- 
Jrhip this morning. They return to the 
•White House to-morrow\ but from 
^present Indications it looks as If the 
president would have to do his own se¬ 
lecting. 

; The opposition to the Combs-Yerkes 
faction Is In fine spirits to-jilght. They 
claim they have Col. Sam Stone beaten 
for the collertorshlp. and that point 
Won It is now’ practically a small mat¬ 
ter who Is appointed. The President 
Is quoted as saying to-day that he 
didn’t like Stone's nepotism, referring 
to the fact that Stone when Auditor for 
the State had placed a number of his 
relatives In office. This expression of 
the President Is construed-to mean that 
the tremendous fight made upon Stone 
by Deboe, Boreing and Bradley has 
had Its effect upon the President 

On the other hand Col. Stone's friends 
claim that the President will not be In¬ 
fluenced by such a small matter, and 
they do not concede an &ntl-8tone vic¬ 
tory, 

• • • 

Duke Favorably Mentioned. 

The feature of the White House visit 
to-day was the announcement that 
Gen. Basil W. Duke, of Louisville, was 
In the rajoe for the collcct/uuhlp. and 
has a good chnnee for the appointment 
if the Republicans canndt agree upon 
X regular organization man. It Is re¬ 
ported that f be President has been con¬ 
sidering Gen. Duke’s name for the col¬ 
lect* rshlp ever since It became evident 
that the faction* could not get together. 
Gen. Duke came to Washington to see 
the President tw'o weeks ago presuma¬ 
bly In the Interest of Craft. The re¬ 
sult of his visit Is not known except 
that the President, asked the delega- 
I lion to-day what they thought of Duke 
for the eollectorshlp. 

• • • 

Duke's Work Deserves Reward. 

Tho suggestion took them so much by 
surprise that very little was said on 
the subject- All of them agree, how¬ 
ever. that Duke Is a strong factor In 
the race, and Is llablt to carry off the 
prize. He will not meet with serious 
opposition from any factions, as It Is 
recognized that Gen. Duke's work for 
the party deserves the best the Presi¬ 
dent can give. At the same time every 
effort Is being made to unite Deboe, 
Bradley. Horelng and Irwin upon one 
of the candidates. A conference held 
to-night, however, broke up with mat¬ 
ters in no better shape than hereto¬ 
fore. Neither Deboe nor Irwin shows 
any Inclination to drop Green or 
Brown, their respective candidates, and 
Bradley and Boreing are still for Craft, 
who is evidently the strongest man 
among the announced candidates for 
the position. 

Duke being for Craft, his appoint¬ 
ment would be considered by Boreing 
In the nature of a victory, Mr. Bore- 
Ing's friends, therefore, feel that he 
will be the winner In the fight, whether 
the appointment goes to Duke or Craft. 
• • • 

Others Want To Be Heard. 

Representative Irwin saw the Presi¬ 
dent this morning and presented to him 
a telegram he had received from George 
Welssinger Smith, Albert Spies and 
other members of the Louisville Re¬ 
publican Campaign Committee, re¬ 
questing that the eollectorshlp appoint¬ 
ment be delayed one week In order "to 
give the rank and file an opportunity to 
be heard." 

Mr. Irwin does not seem to know who 
the rank and file favors. If they are 
split up as badly as the leaders it will 
require a good deal more than one week 
to get their cases before the President. 
U Is reported, however, that the rank 
and file of the Republican Committee 
of Louisville fuvor J. A. Stratton. Mr. 
Stratton, however, will not receive the 
support of Mr. Bradley, Mr. Boreing or 
Mr. Deboe, so his candidacy will only 
serve to further muddy the water. 

• • • 

Friends of Lewis At Woik. 

John W. Lewis, of Springfield, and 
George W. Long, of Leitchfield. arrived 
to-night Mr. Lewis* friends ore trying 
to get him In as the compromise candi¬ 
date. hut ro far without success. On 
the whole, the Louisville eollectorshlp 
Is badly mixed up, with the chances 
favoring tfen. Duke, owing to the Ina¬ 
bility of the different factions to agree. 
It is reported to-night that strong New 
York Influences are at work for Gen. 
Duke, and as New York's say usually 
has weight In the vicinity of the White 
House, no one here would be surprised 
at hls appointment. The New York in¬ 
fluence may be August Belmont, chair¬ 
man of the board of direc tors of the 
Louisville und Nash\llle Railroad Com¬ 
pany.

Tcpeka. Kan., Nov. 11.—Frank 
Thompson, the negro leader of the mu¬ 
tiny at the Federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth, which resulted In the es¬ 
cape last Thursday of twenty-six pris¬ 
oners. was captured eight miles north 
of Council Grove this evening by a 
posse under command of Deputy Unit¬ 
ed States Marshal E. A. Prescott. 
Thompson would not surrender, but 
was taken after a hard fight \ylth the 
officers, ill which he was shot In the 
head, but not severely Injured. No 
member of the posse was hurt. 

Deputy Marshal Prescott has been In 
Council Grove ever since Saturday 
morning on the watch for escaped pils- 
oners. There are a number of them 
In this vicinity and several depreda¬ 
tions on property have resulted from 
their presence. This morning Deputy 
Prescott, heard of the presence of a 
negro convict a few miles north of 
town and Immediately set out to mak- 
the capture, assisted by Shertff Michael 
and some other officers. 

The officers had Just emerged from a 
wooded tract when they saw Thomj>- 
son running across the open. He was 
ordered to l.nlt, but he answered by 
wheelln*’’ around and doing some rapid 
firing witn a 44-callber revolver. The 
officers th*n fired and Thompson drop¬ 
ped. He wae stunned and was easily 
secured. 

Thompson will be taken back to the 
penitentiary to-morrow.

Another Mortally Wounded. 

Lawrence Lewis, another fugitive, 
was mortally wounded this morning 
near Quenemo, Kan., while making a 
dash through a cordon of armed dep¬ 
uties. Now there are but twelve pris¬ 
oners at large. 

Lewis Is a white boy. twenty years of 
age. who was sent up In October. 1900. 
to undergo a five-year sentence for 
larceny. He was tracked to a wooded 
place near Quenemo by the City Mar¬ 
shal of that place, which is situated 
ferty miles southwest from Fort Leav¬ 
enworth. and a dozen men bearing 
rifles. An order to surrender was met 
with defiance and Lewis, unarmed, and. 
although practically surrounded, dart¬ 
ed for the nearest opening. He had 
gone scarcely a hundred yards, when a 
bullet from a rifle In the hands of one 
of hls pursuers pierced his lung from 
behind and brought him to the ground. 
Bleeding and fatally wounded. Lewis 
was taken to the Marshal's office and 
cared for, while Warden McCluughrcy 
was notified. 

At Alma. Kan., a running fight last 
night with two escaped convicts Is re¬ 
ported. The convicts had stolen two 
horses and made good their escape 
after shooting a horse from under one 
of their pursuers. 

Kentucky Preacher Dead.

In a letter addressed this afternoon to 
Gov. Durbin, of Indiana, Gov. Beckham 
replies in a caustic manner to the re¬ 
flections of that official. In refusing u* 
honor requisitions for the fugitives, 
Taylor and Finley, and charges 
that by such refusal the Indiana 
Executive has made himself a 
party after the fact to the most In¬ 
famous crime in the history of Ken¬ 
tucky, the murder of William Goebel, 
He charges Durbin with having vio¬ 
lated the oath which he took when ho 
became Governor of the State of In¬ 
diana. and holds him up to public scorn 
for unjust and inexcusable misrepre¬ 
sentations in his letter of refusal, In 
deliberately misquoting from the record 
In the case of Caleb Powers In an ef¬ 
fort to bring discredit upon an honor¬ 
able and upright Judge.

Compares Him With Mount. 




In his letter. Gov. Beckham says that 
he declined to criticise the late Go^, 
Mount for his refusal to honor requp* 
sltlons for the fugitives because he be¬ 
lieved that, while that official had acted 
under gross misrepresentations made to 
him as to facts and an erroneous con* 
ceptlon of his official powers, he had 
been governed by honest and conscien¬ 
tious convictions. "I cannot say so much 
for you." says the letter addressed tq 
Gov. Durbin.

No Power To Protect Fugitive*. 

Gov. Beckham takes up in hls letteH 
and discusses the power of the Gov¬ 
ernor of Indiana, or of any other State, 
to hold fugitives for whom requisition 
has been regularly made, taking th* 
stand that they have no such power* 

He quotes from article four, section 
two. of the Constitution of the United 
States, and Trom section 5278 of the Re¬ 
vised Statutes of the United States, 
showing that the word "shall" is use<| 
in both, and that the expression, "lc 
shall be the duty" of the Governor, does 
not allow any discretionary power. Ho 
quotes further from the opinion of tho 
Supreme Court of the United States in 
the case of Kentucky against Denni¬ 
son, where the Governor of Ohio had 
refused to surrender a fugitive asked 
for by the Governor of Kentucky. Tha 
court refused to grant the mandamus ! 
asked for In that special case, but tha 
Chief Justice of the court said in that 
opinion that the Governor had no dis¬ 
cretionary power to refuse a requisition 
and could he nothing more In perform¬ 
ing this duty than "a mere ministerial 
officer."

May Go To the Courts, 

The remarks of Gov. Beckham upon 
the constitutional and statute provision, j 
and upon the decision of the Supreme % 
Court in the Dennison case, are taken 
as an Intimation that this will be tho 
next step taken by the Kentucky au¬ 
thorities to secure the return of iho 
fugitives for trial. If such a proceed- *] 
Ing is instituted it will likely be begun 
in the courts of Indiana and taken from 
there to the Supreme Court of tho 
United States.

refused to recognise the writ tf habeas 
corpus, filled ihe .Stale capital with over 
a thousand nrmed desperadoes. 8nd 
threatened the entire State with revolu¬ 
tion and anarchy; and that to-day he is 
a cringing suppliant at your feet. ><vg*ng 
that he be not given over to trial on an 
indictment charging him wdth )elng a 
conspirator in the murder of his snocefts- 
ful rival.

1 not In duub-r of “Judicial persecution" 


when you call attention to the revenwl nf 
the rose of Howard and the first trial 
of Powers by the Court of Appeals of this 
State. That court Is composed of seven 
upright and honorable Judges, four of 
whom are of the same political party as 
yourself and the*** two fugitives. Tlbtt 
court would certainly never permit a 
Judgment of Judge Cantrlll's court to 
stand If w r hat you say about It Is true.

Change of Venue Not Asked. 

You ask: "Why, in the recent trial of 
Caleb Powers, should judicial proprieties 
hav«* been outrage! by the refloat of 
Judge Cantrill to give a change of venue 
from hte hearing?" Another mlsstntc- 
nurnt. Powers did not ask for such a 
change. In hte first trial he did ask It. 
and It wm changed by removing the case 
from Franklin county to Scott county,

Only |7.fO0 has been 
apent of the Goebel reword fund, all In 
the legitjmute expens*-a of the trials, and 
It Is safe to assert that at least that 
much has already been apent In the laud¬ 
able purpose of trying to dlacover the an¬ 
archist plot to murder our lamented Pres¬ 
ident.

Another Libel Refuted. 

Again you ask. “Does not the *-vldence 
demon*trace that a portion of this sum 
has been paid for perjury?" There has 
not been a scintilla of evidence io that 
effect ever In-:reduced, and your question 
w*<as not asked in good faith. On the con¬ 
trary. In the last trial of Powers strong 
evidence was introduced to show that 
some of his friend* had sought to bribe 
witnesses for the Commonwealth. 

Your reference to the Jennings county, 
Ind., case was unfortunate for yourself, 
tor.

But ! ahall not prolong this communica¬ 
tion by undertaking to show all the in¬ 
accuracies and m-is representations you 
have used. I am sorry that your letter 
tieceseltateil *uch a plain and frank state¬ 
ment of tho facts.

Only ono 
time In her history were these blessings 
threatened, and that wnas brought about | 
by r these two fugitives whom you harbor 
and fotne of their associate*. It wo* then, 
too. that the great body of Kentuckian* 
Showed their splendid character, th ir for¬ 
bearance and their profound respect for 
the law and the constituted authorities, 
and It w‘as their patient courage at such 
a critical time that brought order out of 
chaos, government out of anarchy. Such 
a people as these could neither be helped 
by your praise nor harmed by your scur¬ 
rilous abuse, and such a people would 
never knowingly permit any one to be un¬ 
justly deprived of life or liberty.

To-day the number of men 
employed is twenty-four, being over 
three times as large. Three years ago 
two buildings were owned by the as¬ 
sociations of the State, and to-day they 
own six buildings, or three times as 
many as at that time. Three years ago 
there was no State offire. no printed 
matter was used and there was an in¬ 
debtedness of $856. To-day two men are 
employed In the State office, and another 
devotes port of his time to the work. 
The office Is well equipped and there is 
a budget of M.OOfi."

BLACKS SHUT OUT. 


ALABAMA’S NEW CONSTITUTION 
IS RATIFIED 


BY A LARGE MAJORITY. 


Opposition Sets Up a Cry of Fraud and 
Claims All the White Counties. 


Birmingham, Ala.. Nov 11.—Alabama 
voted to-day on the question of the 
adoption of ratification of the Consti¬ 
tution formed by the recent convention, 
and from th« returns so far received It 
is evident that the new instrument han 
carried by a majority ranging between 
2u.OOO nnd 35,000. 

The negroes voted In much larger 
numbers than had been expected, but 
were unable to control the result. This 
was the last opportunity they will have 
to vote, and in many counties turned 
out en masse. The election passed off 
quietly, no trouble being reported up to 
this hour. 

Jefferson county and the city of 
Birmingham gave a heavy vote for 
ratification. The majority in the city is 
3,253, but it Is estimated that rural pre¬ 
cincts opposed to the movement will 
bring this majority down to 2,C>00 In the 
county. Leaders of the opposition to 
the new’ Constitution claim that fiauds 
were committed In Birmingham and 
throughout the State. Gen. Charles M. 
Shelley, who is chairman of the Cam¬ 
paign Committee opposed to ratifica¬ 
tion, gave out the following statement 
to-night: 

"We have earned the while counties 
by a largn majority against the ratifi¬ 
cation of the new Constitution, not¬ 
withstanding fraudulent methods in 
this and other cities and In towns In 
North Alabama. We do not think It Is 
possible for advocates of ratification 
to commit frauda In the black belt or 
n*»gro counties sufficient to change the 
result." 

If the new Constitution Is adopted 93 
per rent, of the negro vote will be elim¬ 
inated from politics in Alabama.

TAX ON FIRE POLICIES. 

Insured Must Pay 2 1-2 Per Cent. To 
State of Tennessee. 

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 11.—[Special.]— 
Deputy Insurance Commissioner Craig 
has returned from Memphis, where he 
Inaugur&tfed steps toward recovering 
considerable revenue due the State. An 
act of 1899 makes the insured liable to 
the State for the State tax of 2\i per 
cent, on premium receipts where he in¬ 
sures in a company not authorized to 
do business In Tennessee. Cotton buy¬ 
ers in Memphis utilize the open policy 
and some of them have been doing busi¬ 
ness with foreign companies that are 
not licensed. 

A number of cotton men were sum¬ 
moned before the Commissioner, and 
w'hcn Interrogated stated that they had 
paid premiums aggregating above S15.* 
000 . 

Mr. Craig found one feature of the 
business, however, that Is not suoject 
to tax. There are a number of English¬ 
men In Memphis who. when they buy 
cotton simply cable their home concern 
the number of bales bought, and It is 
Insured on the other side. % 


MAY BECOME DEAD LETTER. 

Railroads Unable To Comply With 
New Tennessee Laws. 

Nashville. Tenn., Nov. 11—[Special.)— 
The officials of the Cincinnati. New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific railroad have 
written the State Railroad Commission 
that it Is impossible for them to comply 
with the law a* to reporting the num¬ 
ber ot cars operated by them in the 
State that are owned by foreign corpora¬ 
tions. for the reason that they have no 
records from which to secure the sta¬ 
tistics.

Washington, Nov. 11.—A preliminary 
report on the manufacturing Indus¬ 
tries of the State of Louisiana was is¬ 
sued to-day by the Census Office. Th* 
report places the number of establish¬ 
ments In the entire Slate at 4.394, with 
capital amounting to 3113.039.564, and 
42.360 wage-earners, to whom is paid 
315.359.208 In wage* annually. The cost 
of materials used is placed at 383.161,- 
444. nnd the products are valued at 
3121,099 824. 

The statement shows that in the mat. 
ter of products there was an Increase 
from 1890 of 109 per cent., and In capital 
Invested of 225 per cent. 

In New Orleans there are 1,524 estab¬ 
lishments with a capital of $46,035,331 
and an annual production of $63,492,629.

Madteonvllle, Ky., Nov. 1L—[Special.] 
—The Providence mines, in Webster 
county, were the scene of another out¬ 
break to-day. Will <'hilders, a non¬ 
union man, was shot in the hip and 
seriously wounded and another non¬ 
union man, whose name could not bo 
learned, had a finger shot off, as the re¬ 
sult of a clash between union and non¬ 
union forces. One hundred and fifty 
armed union miners have surrounded 
the mines, and as the nonunion miners 
arc well armed, trouble may break out 
any time. Tha town of Providence la 
all excitement and the residents fear 
a renewal of hostilities. 

The outbreak occurred thte afternoon 
about 4 o'clock, wffien about 100 shots 
w'ere fired at the slope mine. No dam¬ 
age was done, and the attacking party 
withdrew. Later in the afternoon they 
appeared on the top of a hill Just back 
of the shift mine and opened fire again. 
The fire was returned by the guards 
and for several minutes there was 
miniature battle. It was during this 
fight that Childers and the unknown 
nonunion man were wounded. After 
exchanging several hundred shots, tho 
attacking party again withdrew’, but 
returned early In the evening and sur¬ 
rounded the mines. 

Thte afternoon Pope Wallace. & 
guard employed by the Providence Coal 
Company, was carelessly handling a 
rifle in a saloon, when It was dis¬ 
charged, passing through the wall Into 
a store next door and striking William 
Jenkins in the stomach. Inflicting a 
fatal wound. Jenkins Is a negro mer¬ 
chant. 

HITCH IN THE DEAL. S 

Cause of Delay In Settling Northern 
Pacific Troubles. 

New’ York. Nov. 11.—The delay In tha 
announcement of the terms of the 
Northern Pacific settlement. It was 
leafned to-day. is due to the Inability 
so far to agree upon the details for 
the control of the Burlington and the 
surrender of Northern Pacific preferred 
Etock owned by ihe Union Pacific. 

This is the ground for the current 
report that there had been a hitch In 
the deal, and caused considerable sell¬ 
ing of Union Pacific stock. When It 
was announced that the main points of 
the agreement had been settled, refer¬ 
ence was made only to the decision of 
Messrs. Hill and Morgan to give up a 
half interest In the Burlington to the 
Union Pacific, and to permit the retire¬ 
ment of Northern Pacific preferred 
stock. 

It was said to-day lhat the most like¬ 
ly way out of the difficulty would be 
the surrender of the Union Pacific hold¬ 
ings to Northern Pacific in exchange 
for an Interest In Burlington. Tho for¬ 
mer are about $77,000,000. par value, and 
are said to have cost something more 
than that figure. But If the Northern 
Pacific und Great Northern accepted 
the exchange the Northern Pacific 
Company would be buying its own 
stock It Is believed that the proprie¬ 
tary companies will afford a method of 
getting out of this dilemma. 

TO PROTECT THEIR TRADE. 

Independent Cracker Bakers Will 
Form An Association. 

Cincinnati. Nov. 11.—Representative* 
of over seventy-five independent crack r 
baking concerns In all parts of tho 
United States are In secret session at 
the Grand Hotel here. While It te said 
to be a voluntary coming together of 
the cracker bakers for the purpose of 
bettering the conditions among the In¬ 
dependent bakers, yet it Is evident from 
the air of secrecy which envelops every 
action that an attempt will be mads 
before the secret conference adjourns to 
effect an organization which will be¬ 
come ft protective association against 
the National Biscuit Company. 

A temporary organization w*as elected 
to-day as follows;

tary. 

In an interview to-night Secretary 
Callahan said: 

"We want the fact made plain and 
emphasized to the public that we are 
not forming i tru^t at tirs meeting 
organization Is to be composed of crack¬ 
er manufacturers who desire to main¬ 
tain their independence In the trade, 
but propose working harmoniously to¬ 
gether under certain conditions."

HI* left forearm was marked, there be¬ 
ing two red scars about the size of a 
half dollar on It. There was a scar 
across the bridge of the nose. He was 
twenty-one to thirty years of age." 

And from Evansville comes this de¬ 
scription of Goodman; "Goodman Is 
about twenty-one years old, about five 
feet six inches tall, rather sJ*iidef, 
am oath face, weight about 130 pounds, 
hair tduck, inclined to curl; rather hol¬ 
low eyed, was hit with policeman’s 
club. m3>* have small scar on right 
cheek btdow eye, rather pleasant ap- 
| pea ranee, wore brown suit and derby 
hut when here." 

This description was furnished by a 
patrolman who once arrested GtXKlmnn 
and Jake Schneider, a boy who one* 
tramped with Gtx»dman. 

At the Salvation Army they ?ald that 
Goodman was about tw* nty-three yvars 
of age, that he was slim and had a 
prominent nose. They didn’t remember 
about the scar under the eye. In the 
Evansville description the old brown 
coal 1* mentioned. 

Iri only two respects do the descrip¬ 
tions differ.

In Jeffersonville, last 
Wednesday evening. Frank Ogden, the 
landlord, eyed them cautiously for the 
reason that the man of genteel appear¬ 
ance had passed the hotel twice during 
the afternoon and peered in curiously. 
Jarvis Ogden and Donald McKnight 
were sitting In the office at the time. 
The proprietor stepped out for a % moment 
and the man with the heard registered. 
Both Jarvis Ogden and McK night agree 
that this man registered both name*. 

Jarvis Ogden says the man with 'Ten 
Eyck's" baggnge eyed the man with the 
black beard with a queer expression. 
He never spoke.* Landlord Ogden came 
In and the well-dressed man said: 

"We want to go to our rooms for a 
little while." 

Jnrvl* Ogden states that the shabbily, 
dressed man stepped through the hall 
door first, carrying the grip belonging 
to the man with the black beard.

The two men walked out of the office. 
Landlord Ogden nert saw "Ten Eyck" 
at 8 o’clock the following morning; As 
on the previous day, he stepped in ap¬ 
parently unconcerned. He ate break¬ 
fast, leisurely approached the desk and 
said to the landlord: 

"Rathbun went to bed very drunk. H« 
wants to sleep late. When he gets up 
tell him If he wants to see me to call 
at the same place he saw me in Louis¬ 
ville." 

Mr. Ogden made some other inquiry, 
to which "Ten Eyck" replied: 

"Oh. he’s no particular friend of mine. 
I met him In Little Rock last summer 
and he befriended me. He came to my 
place of business In i/ouisvllle, and. see¬ 
ing that he was in hard luck, I brought 
him over here. I may be back this even¬ 
ing." 

Landlord Ogden was Informed by a 
chambermaid that she could not arouse 
the occupant of room No. 60. Then he 
went to the apartment. The door was 
partially ajar. Stepping within he 
looked at the man for an Instant. He 
was lying on his right side, with his 
hand under hi* head. He said to the 
man: 

"Pard, haven’t you got your nap out?" 
• • • 

The Stranger Was Dead. 

Receiving no response, he observed 
closely to see if the man was breathing. 
Then he touched his body. It was rigid. 
Death had ensued several hours be¬ 
fore. Coroner Coots was notified and 
Deputy Coroner Frohman Coots took 
charge of the remains. 

Nothing was found In the room to In¬ 
dicate that a tragedy had taken place. 
In the man’s coat pocket five letters 
were found, written supposedly by the 
wife of Rathbun. All had been ad¬ 
dressed to Newell C. Rathbun, Platts¬ 
burg barracks. N. Y. The return ad¬ 
dress was "Sue Rathbun, 1202 High 
street., Little Rock, Ark." 

All indicated a wife's devotion to a 
husband, separation from whom was 
apparently causing much mental agony. 
She said she could not bear much lor^ 
er to be away from him. In one -l.e 
Implored him to not kill himself. In 
another she Inquired: "How much long¬ 
er do 3 * 0 u think you will be with those 
green recruits?" 

She referred to a recent illness, say¬ 
ing she had been attended by three 
doctors. The letters were hopeful and 
said all would be well when they were 
together once more. 

Deputy Coroner Coots wa* suspicious 
that all was not right. Until he em¬ 
balmed the body, however, he was not 
sure that mystery was attached to the 
case.

Laudanum In Evidence. 


Rathbun's stomach was found to he 
full of laudanum. He Immediately de¬ 
cided to return a verdict that death 
had been caused by poison. 

Meanwhile, he was making effort to 
locate "Ten Eyke." The Courier-Jour¬ 
nal advanced the theory of murder, and 
said that Deputy Coroner Coots was 
very anxious to have Ten Eyke explain 
some things. The Deputy Coroner 
thought If he could ascertain where the 
two men spent Wednesday evening the 
case might be cleared up. Saturday 
m irnlng a letter was received from 
“Ten Eyke." It had been written the 
previous day. Plain paper had been 
used No a dress was given. The writer 
sought to conceal anxiety by dismissing 
the matter with a commonplace ex¬ 
planation. 

Friday afternoon word had come to 
Deputy Coroner Coots from the Citi¬ 
zens’ National Bank of Little Rock to 
forward the remains. All ♦ xpense* 
were guaranteed. It was then tha* 
Capt. Applegate regarded the “chapter 
closed,” as 1 he expressed it. Still the 
Courier-Journal advanced the murder 
theory. 

Police Commissioner H. M. Frank, of 
Jeffer#*>nvl!le. saw “Ten Eyke" as he 
was leaving the Falls City Hotel last 
Thursday morning. He was crossing 
the street a* “Ten Eyke" walked out 
of the office. 

"Ten Eyke’s" overcoat Was shorter 
than his dress coat. This fir«t attracted 
notice. A grip In his hand, his gener¬ 
al appearance and demeanor created 
the Impression that he was a traveling ♦ 
man Commissioner Frank noticed the 
man particularly. His olive complexion 
and cut of his dark beard led him to 
believe he was a foreigner. Ten Eyke 
walked toward the river. He was not 
seen afterward In Jeffersonville.

marked upon It. It was suspicious, es¬ 
pecially as Rathbun bad repeatedly de¬ 
nied to the recruiting officers that he 
had been In the army.

Another small loan 
whs advanced by the bank to defray 
the expense of bringing the remains 
to Little Rock. 

Chief of Police Gunther, of Louis¬ 
ville. wired Ghief McMahon this even¬ 
ing to hold the body until further or¬ 
ders. Tlie theory which was first ad¬ 
vanced by the police here was that the 
body was that of William Ten Kyk*. 
of Watei’jnwn. N. Y. The second tele¬ 
gram received by Mrs. Rathbun an¬ 
nouncing the death of her husband was 
aigned "Ten Eyke.” and dajed Louis¬ 
ville. 

The body has dark hair uud Is 5 feet 
HVi Inches lit height. It was established 
that the body is dressed In the ehdheg 
hi which Rathbun left Little Rock. 
Ghief of police McMahon furnished the 
following description of the corpse. 
Height. 5 feet 8*4 inches; age. 24: 
weight. 140; light blue eyas, light brown 
curly hair, clean shaven.

2LEPULSED ANT) INSURGENTS 
ARE COMPLETELY ROUTED. 


A DESERTER IS TAKEN. 


Manila. Nov. 11.—MaJ. William L. 
Pitcher, of the Eighth regiment of in¬ 
fantry, commanding the Mindoro ex¬ 
pedition, reports that the garrison of 
A bra de Ilog was attacked yesterday 
by a force of Insurgents commanded 
by Lenocos. The Filipinos apparently 
attempted to repeat the Samar tactics, 
but the Americans, who were breaa- 
fasting fully armed, completely routed 
the Insurgents, who left five men dead 
on the field, each having a rifle and 
ammunition. One American was seri¬ 
ously wounded. 

CapL Noyes, of the Thirtieth Infant¬ 
ry. commanding a detachment of fifty 
men, has captured a deserter named 
Richter of the Sixth artillery, wearing 
the uniform of an insurgent lieutenant. 

MaJ. Pitcher says he recently capture l 
three officers and a large part of an 
Insurgent company, all fully armed. It 
Is believed the Insurgents recently re¬ 
ceived an illicit supply of munitions of 
war. 


Insurgents Flocking Northward. 

Catbalogan. Island of Samar, Nov. 11. 
—The Insurgents are flocking north¬ 
ward. They arc suffering greatly from 
famine. Many isolated bolomen have 
surrendered. Only fear, caused by 
Lukban’n proclamation threatening 
with death those who surrender, pre¬ 
vents a general submission of the In¬ 
surgents, but it is expected that this 
will be secured In a few days. 

LABOR ORGANIZER 

ARRESTED IN PORTO RICO. 


President Gompers, of the American 
Federation, Enters a Protest. 


Washington. Nov. 11.—Samuel Gom¬ 
pers, president of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor. to-day saw the Presi¬ 
dent to protest against the arrest of 
Santiago Igleslas. who was sent to Por¬ 
to Rico by the Federation to organize 
the workingmen of the Island. 

Before Mr. Igleslas left the United 
Rates Mr. Gompers explained to the 
President the purpose of his visit, and 
asked that Gov. Hunt be notlfled that 
his mission was not io stir up strife, 
but sumply to organize labor along 
legitimate lines. By the President’s di¬ 
rection. Secretary Cortelyou wrote to 
Gov Hunt concerning Mr. Iglestas’ 
mission. That letter was dated Octo¬ 
ber IP. East Saturday Mr. Gompers 
was surprised to receive the following 
cablegram from Mr. Igleslas: 

"Ain arrested when stepped ashore. 
No warrant was shown. Ignored (ig¬ 
norant) charges. Remain JalL" 

This message Mr. Gompers showed to 
the President and the President Imme- 
diatelrsent an inquiry to Gov. Hunt 
as to tTiV cause of the arrest. 


Cause of His Arrest. 

San Juan, P. R-. Nov. 11.—Santiago 
Igleslas was arrested here last Thurs¬ 
day. His detention was due to his non- 
appearance after having been thrice 
summoned by the local courts to appear 
in a case against him and seven others 
brought in July of last year, when the 
currency was changed. At that time 
he persuaded the local Federation of 
Labor to order all labor organ zatlons to 
gu on strike because they were not paJd 
In gold at the same rate as silver.

The present indicated yield an acre 
Is Hie lowest general average ever re- 
omled for th's crop, being 2.2 buvhea* 
per acre below tho yield in 1881, which 
ha* stood for twenty years as the low¬ 
est on record. The indicated yield in 
bushels an acre In the seven principal 
States is ns follows: Ohio. 26.1; Indiana. 
ID.8; Illinois. 21.4. Iowa, 13. Missouri. 
10.1; Kansas, 7.8, and Nebraska, 14.1. Of 
the twenty-three States having one mil¬ 
lion acres or upward in corn ail but 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and Michigan re¬ 
port an average ylrid per acre below 
their respective ten-year average*. _ The 
general average as to quality la 73.7 per 
cent., as compared with 85.5 per cent, m 
November last and 87.2 per cent, in No- 
v«m4»er, IKK*. It is estimated that 4.5 
per cent, of the com crop of 1900 was 
still in the hands of the farmers on No¬ 
vember 1, HW1. as eomp'ired with 4.4 per 
cent, of the crop of 1890 in farmer*’ han<Is 
on November 1, 1900, and 5.9 per cent, of 
that of 1898 In hand, November.

Pekin, Nov, 11.—In conformity with a 
notice which the Foreign Office sent lo 
the legations, all the Chinese officials 
In the capital gathered to-day at the 
Board of Rites to "rescue the sun" from 
the dragon. The sun was suffering 
from a partial eclipse. The rescue was 
accomplished by prostrations, the burn¬ 
ing of Incense and the beating of drums.

COTTON POOL BROKEN UP. 


Competitors Prevent Demoralization 
of Trade In Huntsville. 

Huntsville. Ala., Nov. 11.—[Special.]— 
The pool that was recently formed in 
secret among the Huntsville cotton buy¬ 
ers to keep down the price of cotton In 
this city has been broken up by the 
appearance of competitors in the field. 
A local newspaper uncovered the exist¬ 
ence of the pool and the first benefits of 
the exposure were felt Saturday when 
three foreign buyers appeared and the 
price of cotton here rcse thirty-five 
points. 

During this month and later months 
of last year's season, the demands of 
the Huntsville mills caused a bale of 
cotton in Huntsville to be worth as much 
as & bale In New York, and os the num¬ 
ber of mills has Increased by three It 
Is expected that New York prices will 
prevail again this season.

Washington, Nov. 11—At 10 o’clock 
to-day Admiral George Dewey and R^ar 
Admirals Denham and Ramsay com- 
p<*»!i»g the Schley court of Inquiry, met 
ut their quarter* In the McLean build¬ 
ing behind closed doors and began the 
discussion and consideration of evi¬ 
dence brought forward in the investlga.

The Western farmer does not now de¬ 
pend exclusively upon corn any more 
than the Southern planter stakes his 
all on cotton, but twenty years ago they 
did. 

The British are said to have so little 
confidence in the prosperity of the Unit¬ 
ed States that they have not only sold 
nearly all of our securities they owned 
but are now putting out thousands of 
'Valla’* for securities In January and 
February. If they do not look out. they 
will be as badly caught as they were 
last year, when they lost millions be¬ 
cause of their disbelief In American 
values.

The Rise In Stocks. 

The persistence with which hu«ln~*s 
keeps on Improving. In spite of the 
•hortAjp' in tne corn crop, is giving 
much unhappiness to theme far-sighted 
financiers, who counted on a general In¬ 
dustrial collapse and low prices on all 
classes of securities. A good many of 
them disposed of all they could, and 
then, thinking it was picking up money, 
went ahead and sold the market “short.** 
It is gossip In Wall street that one 
prominent operator went heavily “short” 
of Atchison shares In the belief that the 
road's earnings would suffer severe de¬ 
clines. Instead the September earnings 
•bowed a big gain and October has 
broken th'- record. 

Com shipments ha. • fallen off. it is 
tru*. but there Is such a movement of 
general freight that the loss of corn 
is not felt. Up to the end of September 
the road's earnings were $14,700,000 for 
the nine months, against $12,500,000 r<>r 
the same period last yea**. 

What Is true of Atchison js true of 
other roads. Th«* Financial Chronicle 
reports that the earnings of seventy- 
three road.* for the month of October 
ahow an average gain of 11.91 p©r cent. 
Every new report that comes in is an 
Improvement and everywhere there are 
complaints of a shortage of cars to 
handle the business offered. What Is 
•till more remarkable Is that this in¬ 
crease follows similar gains mad© every 
year since 1899. giving a magnificent, 
cumulative effect. The Pennsylvania 
railroad is more representative of gen¬ 
eral business conditions than any other 
railway In the world, and It has gained 
over $10,000,000 In gross earnings, and 
over $9,000,000 In net for the first nine 
months of the year. For the nine months 
of the past six years then* has been a 
constant Increase for the lines east of 
Pittsburg. The gross earnings have run 
up from $46,000,970 It! 1890 to $08,768,106 
and the net earnings from $12,711,713 to 
124,013.607. The New York Central re¬ 
ported an excess of $1,004,009 for the 
month of October over the same month 
last year, while the Great Northern 
| gained $1,140,081, the Canadian Pacific 
[ I79K.000, the Northern Pacific $1,060,815,

“There ran be no doubt among Ameri¬ 
cans of the ftmilhcru States that In thus 
attempting to destroy ideals of racial In¬ 
tegrity held up for more than a century 
by hf* pn-tjo. ry*.,ra In office, Mr. Roose¬

To Republican fanatics—the rightful heirs 
to that band of charlatans who plundered 
the South In her povert?.. oppressed her 
In her weakness, and mocked at her In 
her calamity—the contributions of the 
Southern people to the pro*|>er)ty of the 
nation are without significance. It means 
nothing to them that for thirty-five years 
the South has fought the most heroic 
battle In human history: It means noth¬ 
ing that, the South has supported ltto**lf, 
paid promptly Us shore of the national 
debt Incurred by Its coercion; contrib¬ 
uted enormously each year to the pay¬ 
ment of Federal pensions: developed a 
system of education for both races, giv¬ 
ing one-third of the educational fund to 
the negro schools; opening up highways 
throughout the land; wisely discharging 
the obligations of citizenship, city. State 
and national, and devoting itself with In¬ 
telligent loyalty to the Interests of the 
whole country. To fanatics at the North 
who. blinded by partisan rage, have 
never kept a pledge or obeyed a law. the 
South Is but a land to he despoiled, and 
the Southern people but a people to be 
persecuted.*’ 

In spite of this, the South will abide 
its time and turn, and Democrats, both 
North and South, will possess their 
souls In patience: that is, they will say 
nothing and saw wood. The Presi¬ 
dent of the United Slates, who 
Is half a Southerner and half a 
Northerner—a talented and bumptious 
youg man-lit tolerably certain to raise 
a disturbance on his watch and to di¬ 
vide his party. He does not realise that 
the war of sections is over He Im¬ 
agines that something was left by Mc¬ 
Kinley for him to do. As a matter of 
fact, when McKinley signed the com¬ 
missions of Joseph Wheeler and Fltz- 
hugh Lee he sealed the compact of the 
Treaty of Peace between the North and 
the South, which the last three amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution embodied and 
foreshadowed. 

The South, as a section, wants noth¬ 
ing of Theodore Roosevelt. He Is a liter 
ary person of exceptional Industry. He 
will make a very handsome, perhaps a 
very notable. President. He Is a gentle¬ 
man, an honest man. and he will go his 
own gait according to his nature 

There is little else to It. He is a man 
rather Infirm of Judgment, according to 
conventional usag*. The dinner Inci¬ 
dent was merely a pointer. He will be 
constantly doing the ?ame kind of 
things In other was*s. a second Cleve¬ 
land. aRhout Cleveland's robust sense 
and selfish perspicacity. In a word, all 
the Democrats have to do to carry the 
country In 1904 Is to get together. k«v*p 
their foolishness to themselves and 
come down to the post with a good 
ticket. 

Tiie Republicans affect great confi¬ 
dence. But they do not face the music. 
They pursue the ostrich’s policy of hid¬ 
ing the head around a corner, whilst 
leaving the body exposed to view. The 
South need not and will not get excited.

This Is intolerable. It is a greater 
outrage upon the South in the person of 
Gov. Hogg—some Texans are wont to 
call him in love and affection. "Jim 
Hogg"—than Teddy’s dinner with the 
Nigger. It makes light of Gov. Hogg. 
It makes light of Texas It makes light 
of the whole South—of all of us. And. 
we say to Mr. Walker, and through 
him to the Democrats of New* York, 
and of the United States, that we are 
beginning to be mighty tir^cl of levity 
and misrepresentation. 

There 1* no thought In the South of 
repelling capital. The people of the 
South In money matters are Just like 
the people of the North; except that 
they have not been educated down to 
the spirit of commercialism which, by 
reason of Its Increased population and 
proximity to the great commercial and 
financial centers, prevails at the North. 
There is a little virtue—not a great 
deal, but a little—left in the South 
Should the Nation not nurse this?

York and San Francisco. Are we a 
race of degenerates?

So. go to, Harry Walker—get thee— 
hie thee, and let us hear no more of 
"Col. Beveridge Beaumont, of Beau¬ 
mont. Texas!" 


We Have the Referendum. 

Many well-meaning persons sincerely 
believe thai when the people make 
their own laws the Millennium, so far 
as law-making is Involved, will have 
begun. Their idea of the way the peo¬ 
ple should make their own !aw*s is by 
means of th© referendum, and they be¬ 
lieve that the people are lying awake 
at night longing for the referendum, 
even as the hart panteth for the water 
brooks. 

Facts do not bear out these impres¬ 
sions. We have the referendum at pres¬ 
ent for some purposes, but the people 
signally fail or refuse to manifest for 
It that deep affection which sentiment¬ 
alists suppose them to feel. On the con¬ 
trary they give It the cold shoulder, the 
marble heart, the cut direct. They 
pass by on the other side as the priest 
and the Levlte did In the case of the 
gentleman who made the unfortunate 
trip from Jerusalem In the direction of 
Jericho, if they really love the refer¬ 
endum they Imitate the lady who let 
concealment feed on her damask cheek. 

At the elections a week ago constitu¬ 
tional amendments were submitted In a 
number of States. This was lo give 
the people a chance at the c^rendum 
In changing the organic law. the most 
Important of all laws. The usual In¬ 
difference to the privilege of partici¬ 
pating In law -making was exhibited by 
the voters. In Pennsylvania three con¬ 
stitutional amendments were submit¬ 
ted. The vote cast for and against 
them in Philadelphia is an Index of the 
Interest manifested In Important con¬ 
stitutional changes. In round num¬ 
bers the city east 240.000 votes, while 
the vote on the first amendment sub¬ 
mitted, for and against, was 80.000. On 
the second amendment the vote was 
70,000. and on the third 52.000. This last 
amendment was one Intended to open 
the way for the use of voting ma¬ 
chines, a matter that comes home to 
every voter. Yet only about two vot¬ 
ers in nine cared enough about con¬ 
stitution-making to stamp on either 
side of the question propounded on the 
ballots before them. 

Few of the hot advocates of the ref¬ 
erendum stop to think that we have It 
substantially already. They are not Ig¬ 
norant of the occasional submission of 
constitutional amendments to popular 
vote. They know that there is a local 
option law which permits the question 
of the sale of liquor In counties, cities 
and precincts to be submitted from 
time to time on certain conditions, and 
that It Is only occasionally Invoked. 
They cannot have forgotten how often 
unsuccessful ©fforts were made 10 call 
a Uonstitutlonnl Convention in Ken¬ 
tucky. and how eften they failed on ac¬ 
count of the indifference of the voters. 
Some other questions have occasional¬ 
ly been submitted. But the referen¬ 
dum. as generally practiced, requires 
petitions to be gotten up among the 
people to put the machinery in motion. 
Now these petitions can be sent direct 
to the Legislature under existing con¬ 
ditions. and though the General Assem¬ 
bly Is not obliged to respect them it 
Is well understood that w*hen numer¬ 
ously signed they have great influence. 
Yet how seldom does It happen that 
any considerable number of voters care* 
to petition the Legislature for or 


against any measure that may claim Its 
attention. 

The truth Is the mass of the people do 
not desire direct legislation. They no 
more wish fo make their own laws than 
they wish to make their own shoes, or 
coats or hats, watches or jewelry. These 
are made for them by comparatively 
few people, who make the manufacture 
of some article the business of their 
lives. In like manner the people choose 
men to make the laws, and they expect 
them to attend to the matter. They are 
not In all cases as w r e!1 equipped for 
the task us they should be. but that is 
the fault In part of the voters them¬ 
selves. At all events the majority w‘ould 
rather trust the men selected to do the 
work of legislation than essay the 
task themselves. The men most clam¬ 
orous for the referendum are In a hope¬ 
less minority and desire legislation that 
they cannot have, for the sufficient rea¬ 
son that the majority are unalterably 
opposed to It. We have all the refer¬ 
endum the people desire. If at any 
time thej want more they can get It. 


Not Precedents. 

In connection with the refusal of 
Gov. Durbin to deliver up Taylor and 
Finley to be tried for murder In Ken¬ 
tucky some highly esteemed contempo¬ 
raries have hastened to assurv the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal that the Governor of In¬ 
diana had many precedents for his ac¬ 
tion. In support of this Instances are 
cited when* It la plainly intlmuted that 
other Governors have come short of 
their duty by refusing to surrender 
criminals, or persons charged with 
crime. 

In the proper sense of the term these 
are not precedents. No number of fail¬ 
ures of duty la sufficient to constitute 
a precedent. No number of violations 
of a law operates to abrogate It. Mur¬ 
ders are unhappily very frequent In the 
United States, but they do not legal¬ 
ize homicide with malice aforethought. 
Nor Is the acquittal of one murderer 
where the evidence is sufficient to justi¬ 
fy conviction accepted as a reason 
why another should uot he put upon 
trial. 

A precedent is an act or decision of 
such a character as to serve as a model 
or rule of action In other similar cases. 
This Is the only sort of precedent that 
merits attention. It Is no excuse for 
wrong-doing that others have done 
wrong at other places and times and 
under similar circumstances. These 
are not precedents to be followed, but 
horrible examples that show us what 
we should avoid. 

There are precedents of another sort 
In connection with the surrender of per¬ 
sons accused of crime. There is al¬ 
ways the question whether the person 
Arrested, or whose arrest Is sought. Is 
the person who Is really accused While 
this Is more likely to be a question for 
a court than for a Governor. It neces¬ 
sarily enters into the Inquiry. Then 
there Is the further question whether 
the accusation Is properly shown and 
whether the demand for the surrender 
la in proper form. AH these technical 
qestlone may be considered without any 
necessary implication of a violation of 
duty. But It will he observed that In no 
case where these questions have arisen 
Is a precedent for Gov. Durbin. There 
was no question that the Taylor and 
Finley whose surrender was asked 
w*ere the same Taylor and Finley In¬ 
dicted for murder In Kentucky. The 
refusal to honor the requisition was 
not on that ground, nor yet on the 
ground thnt no crime was charged 
against them, or that the requisition 
was not In due form. Gov. Durbin's 
objection was simply that he did not 
like the quality of Kentucky justice, 
which was outside of hfs jurisdiction. 
However, there are many others who 
do not like the Kentucky brand, or any 
other brand, of justice. 


The Washington correspondent of the 
New York Commercial Advertiser steps 
Into the field with this announcement 
of how the President will deal in his 
message with the subject of reciprocity: 

"H«* will remind Congress that several 
trade treaties are pending In the Senate, 
hut he will not In so mainy words urge 
•the ratification of them. He will dwell 
on the advisability of establishing recip¬ 
rocal commercial relations, but he will 
recommend that whatever legislation Is 
enacted In thnt direction shall be based 
on the principle that American Industries 
are to be protected and that no Industry 
which needs protection shall Ik* subjected 
to unnecessary competition by foreign 
products.” 

A most oracular announcement that, 
and a most oracular message It would 
be. President Roosevelt may deliver 
himself of such Indefinite bosh, but If 
he docs he will have greatly changed 
since entering the White House. 


For the second time Banker Me- 
Knight has been given a new trial, and 
his friends are now* hopeful that th© 
third trial will result In acquittal, per¬ 
haps. That is the usual result of con¬ 
tinued appeal. In such cases, to our 
wonderful "mrlence of the law." There 
will never be that respect for the law 
which good citizens urge as long as 
the law Itself has so little respect for 
Itself.

Skim© day some enterpris¬ 
ing Yankee will come to Paducah and buy 
a few acre* of river bottom land or lake 
bottom In Western Kentucky or over in 
Southern Illinois and plant a few thou¬ 
sand pecan trees. Then he'll go away and 
com© back in a few years to find himself 
rich. Hia crop will take care of Itself, 
and he will always be sure of It. It is a 
very ‘'off-year.” indeed, when pecans are 
not plentiful. The only cost will be to 
gather the nuts and prepare them for 
shipment. The pecan grown In this section 
Is finding a wider market every year. The 
nut has a thinner hull and is superior to 
the Texas or Louslana nut in flavor.

REPUTATION AS GOOD FELLOW. 


William Simpson, a city salesman. 
wh» was in the employ of Jacob Zins- 
meisfctr & Bros., wholesale grocers at 
Eighth and Main streets, committed 
eatcid* yesterday morning hi Thaddeus 
W. Spindle's law office in the Kentucky 
Title Company building. Simpson was 
short in his accounts and the fear of 
arrest caused him to take his life. The 
egent whlc*t he chose was carbolic acid

and he took enough to kill two men. 
Simpson's choriagi- extended over a 
period of four months and amounted to 
11,000. Yesterday was the day of reckon¬ 
ing and rather than hear the ditgiace 
of arrest and publicity he drank tlie 
poison. 

Jacob Zinsmeister. his employer, and 
Attorney Aaron Kuhu and Thadeus 
Spindle, saw’ him die. Simpson’s home 
was In New Albany and he was pre- 
perl when he came to Louisville yes¬ 
terday morning to take his life. The 
little phial, which contained the death 
draught, was In hfs overcoat pocket and 
bore the label of a New Albany drug¬ 
gist. 

• • • 

Simpson Was Popular. 

There wore few salesmen In Louis¬ 
ville who were better known than was 
S impson. "Billy" his friends called him 
He grew up with the grocery firm. Six¬ 
teen years ago. when he was a boy, he 
entered their employ as a wagon driv¬ 
er. A few years later he was given a 
larger wagon, then he was made a por¬ 
ter in the store, then a clerk, and final¬ 
ly. about six years ago. he was mude a 
city salesman. He was* industrious and 
had the confidence of Ills employer*. 

Twu years ago there was a small 
shortage in his accounts. In addition to 
his duties as a salesman it was h's 
business to make collections. The short¬ 
age was not large and all that Jacab 
Zinsmeister did was to admonish him. 
It apparently had the desired effect, 
for the accounts after that were all 
right.

Zinsmeister heard 
ending money 
rather freely. He kept a elute watch 
upon the salesman's books but could 
discover no Irregularities But little 
stories of Simpson’s generosity with bU 
friends reached Mr. Zinsmeister*s ears 
ri he decided investigate the sal • 
man's* accounts*. 

Simpson was ill last week and did not 
report at the store on last Monday 
morning. 

The November statements had already 
been Issued, but the man who was 
placed in Simpson’s territory was given 
another statement to present to each 
customer. The retail grocers w**re re 
quested to compare the two statements 
and see If they milled. In many cases 
they did not. Some of the grocers pro 
duced receipts showing that they paid 
Bimpsou their accounts. At the wh.de 
sale grocery their accounts were still 
open. 

Mr. Zinsmeister saw that Simpson W3s 
guilty. On Sunday morning he went to 
the salesman’s home and requested h m 
to report at the store on Monday. Simp¬ 
son's condition was much improved and 
he* promised to do so. 

He and Mr. ZZinsmeister came over 
on the same train. They got In a buggy 

f nd drove to K>hn. Baird & Spindle’s 
tw office. 

Mr. Zinsmeister on Saturday consult¬ 
ed Mr. Kohn. and the visit yesterday 
morning was decided on. 

Mr Zinsmeister was the first to sp*ak

suicide, was taken to his home. 80? 
East Oak ctreet. New Albany, by Wor¬ 
ker & Gwln, the undertakers, and the 
luneral will take place from there to¬ 
morrow afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, un¬ 
der the direction of New Albany Lodge 
of Elks, Pawnee Tribe of Red Men and 
lvanhoe Lodge, Knights of Pythias. 

Mr Simpson was thirty-two years-old 
and he leaves a wife, to w hom he was 
married four years ago last Christmas. 
There are no children. He came to 
New Albany from Palmyra, a little 
town on the Fnoll pike, twenty-ttve 
miles north of that city, sixteen years 
ago.

I N THE game with State College la#t 
Saturday the local Y. M. C. A. boys

Had they worked their heavy men a 
Bttle harder and given the backs a little 
more line-plunging they could easily have 
more than doubled the acore. Abrahams 
and Pago could gain almost any old dls- 
jaxic* that they wanted to. Owing to an 
Injury to Vissman’s shoulder he was not 
run once, and Clark was only called once, 
but he made a big gain on that call. Mech- 
Wng, Lord and Doerhoefer would smash 
straight through for any where from four 
to twelve yards every time they were 
nailed. State played a hard game, but the 
local boys clearly demonstrated that they 
have the best team in the State and they 
won pretty much as they pleased, al¬ 
though the score was not very large. The 
eleven Is much better than the champion¬ 
ship team of 1301. 

However, there has been something 
wrong all the time, and as sooh as Mech¬ 
lin g saw that ho had the gamo his way 
last Saturday he went to experimenting 
to find out where k was. The end runs 
are still the weak point. Clark, at guard, 
was another faulty spot, for,while lie 
did good work he showed the lack of 
experience. He hit his man hard enough, 
but Instead of staying with him after 
knocking him over, would allow him to 
*et up and go after the play, and In a 
number of cases he got the runner from 
behind. Clark is quick to learn, and now 
that this fault hits been pointed out to 
him it is safe to say that the next man 
he faces will have a pretty warm time 
of it. Rogers did some good work on the 
defensive and at opening up holes, but 
be lost a great deal of ground by not cut¬ 
ting In on his runs around the end. The 
first time he went all right, and for eight 
yards, but every thne after that. Instead 
of cutting In when Mechltng had boxed 
Martin out. he would run back and out 
and straight into Martin, who would throw 
hint for a big loss. Rogers Is a hard 
player, but he failed to take advantage 


of the opening which, with h!« speed and 
weight, should have been good for ten 
and fifteen-yard gains every time instead 
of the loss that he got. Another fault 
with the team was that they did not 
charge their opponents quick enough, ami 
in almost every Instance the visitors got 
the lunge on them and forced them back. 

Interest is growing rapidly In the 
Thanksgiving Day contest with Central 
University of Danville. There have been 
all sorts of reports from that city that 
the team was not playing together, the 
men were not practicing us they should 
and all sorts of similar talk. The show¬ 
ing of the team seermnl to carry this out, 
but at the present time It looks a* If 
the Danville hunch was simply laying low 
and depending upon the locals to Iw-at 
everything ana then they would take a MU 
out of them on Thanksgiving Day and 
win the title of championship and get 
even for their defeat of lost season. They 
played PU^urev.lle Saturday, and the 
score was 41 to 0. In the local game of 
twenty and fifteen-minute halves the score 
was 'd2 to 0, and, all things considered, 
it commences to look as If that great 
bunch of experienced material had at last 
gotten in shape and working together, and 
that the Y. M. C. A. boys are going to 
have a hot time to hold their title which 
they won last season. 

At Danville there Is gathered the great¬ 
est bunch of experienced material that 
was ever brought together In Kentucky, 
and If they have not been piling up big 
scores against their opponents it Ik limply 
because they did not want to or else have 
not been trying.

His hard training for the contest Is 
over, and he will now only keep in fight- 
Ing trim by moderate work on the roads 
about Oakland and by a dally spell at the 
bag and other muscle-hardening machines 
In the Reliance Club’s gymnasium. 

"Chasing the nimble deer over the hills 
©f Lake county has made excellent work 
for the champion. Not an ounce of su- 
perflous flesh is on him, and hta muscles 

ere hard and springy.” 

• • • 

Does Only Light Work. 

Thls morning Jeffries went out on the 
road, and the afternoon was spent at 
punching the bag. The big champion left 
much of his training apparatus at Har¬ 
bin Springs, expecting that after the 
light with Ruhlin he will be called upon 
to prepare to meet Fitzsimmons or Shar¬ 
key or some other aspirant for champion¬ 
ship honors. If no. he will have training 
quarters waiting for him. 

So far scarcely any money has been laid 
on the contest. A few small wagers at 
35 to 32 in favor of the champion have 
been made, but conservative patrons of 
the game are looking for a more even 
fumble before risking their money either 
way. Some of Ruhlln’s suppporters are 
taking some of the money now offered, 
•ind they are predicting that by the com¬ 
mencement of the week the Akron giant 
•will have so gained In favor that the bet¬ 
ting will be at a shorter price. 

Ruhlin is taking things easy at his 
training quarter- at Six-ralle House. 

"He Is only waiting now for the time 
to come when he can step Into the rlnx.” 
•aid Billy Madden, his manager. "He 


could not be in better condition, and I 
consider him well capable of taking care 
of himself In the coming mill. He will 
now do only light work on the road and 
in the gymnasium, and will remain at 
his camp until the night of the contest. * 

• • • 

Lnvigne With Ruhlin. 

Kid Lavtgne has established training 
headquarters at the Six-mile House, ond 
this morning he tvas out on the road with 
Ruhlin. The big fellow let the welter¬ 
weight set the pace on the way to a 
point four miles ofT, and left him pant¬ 
ing far in the rear on the way back. 

Ruhlin will remain at Blankcn’s until 
the day of the fight. He has nothing to 
do elsewhere, he says, and he might as 
well keep filling his lungs with the good, 
fresh air that comes in over the hills 
from the ocean as long as he has the op 
portunlty. Like all others before a con 
test, he feels confident of winning the 
laurel, but does not underrate Ills oppo¬ 
nent. as is Indicated by the tone in 
which he referred to other big men of the 
ring. 

Manager Madden had something to say 
about lhe rules under which the fight Is 
to be fought. He said his man dal not 
core how an opponent fought, ao long as 
ho could keep one hand In action. It was 
the public that objected, he said, to 
hugging match, and he thought that there 
would be no complaint on that score in 
the coming scrap.

Madden Explains Rules. 

“Under Marquis of Queensberry rules.' 
explained Madden, “clinching Is fouling, 
and all this talk of fighting with one 
hand free and fighting In breakaways Is 
rot The rules don’t provide for It. To 
Interpret the thing properly, when one 
man has his hand on another and strikes 
him with his free one, tluit Is u foul. 
Both must be clear of each other to be 
on fair ground. I think that in this re- 

? :ard everything will come off all right on 
•Ylday night. Ruhlin can take care of 
himself, and I don’t think that anyone 
will try to break in any way but clean 
with him.” 


WILL STICK TO TURF CONGRESS 


TRINGWELLS. a flve-y«u*-old 
chestnut mare by Imp. Der- 
wentwater—Noblesse, belonging 
to George Hendrie, of Detroit, 
came within a fifth of a second of equal¬ 
ing the world's record for six and a 
half furlongs at Douglas Park yesterday 
afternoon. She ran the distance in Iff9. 
The beet previous record was made on Oc¬ 
tober 2 of this year, at the Harlem track, 
Chicago, by McCheeney. the crack two- 
year-old, which shouldered 105 pounds and 
ran six and a half furlongs In 1:18 4-5. 

Sprtngwells’ time yesterday, In detail, 
w*aa as follows: Eighth, quarter, 

:23»s: three-eighths. :34V4; half, .47H: dve- 
elghths, six furlongs. 1:12 s *; six and 

a half furlongs. 1:10. 

Bpringweils’ jw-nformance was easily the 
feature of rhe afternoon’s sport. It was 
known that the track wus very fast, but 
no one anticipated that a world's rec¬ 
ord would be almost equaled. In fact, In 
this race, the third on the card. Jake 
Weber and Kindred were equal favorites, 
while Springwells was third choice, and 
the play on him was so light that Ills 
price went up from 6 to 5 to 2Vx U> L 
It was a pretty day, and Lhe crowd 
numbered probably 1,500 people, most of 
whom went to the track to bet on their 
selection*. Favorites fared badly, only 
one. Irresistible, being able to land the 
money. However, the winners, with the 
exception of Springwelto, were well 
played, and the public did not have a 
bad day of iL 

The afternoon’* programme was begun 
with a five and one-half-furlong dash for 
three-year-olds and upward. Rice was the 
•’good thing'* in this event, and while 
the son of Bob Miles won it was not a 
truly run race. Rice wr.s well played at 
4 to 1. several thousand dollars going in 
on him at that price, but the “wire 
money” was placed on Miss Guido, which 
was backed from 7 to 5 to even money, 
and was the legitimate favorite. They got 
away to a fair start, with Rice in third 
position and Miss Guido fifth. Troxler at 
once moved Miss Gu’.tto up, and she led 
all the way around and Into the stretch. 
Truxler evidently concluded that he had 
the race won. for he went to sleep with 
Miss Guido running easily, and Rio* came 
up In the last few strides, next to the 
rail, and won by half a length. Troxler 
was severely censured by the talent for 
his poor Judgment. 

The second event was a purse affair at 
three-quarters of a mile for maiden two- 
year-olds. Irresistible was always the fa¬ 
vorite at from 1 to 2 to 3 to 6, and the 
Ally complimented her barkers by winning 
easily. She was in a soft spot and was 
never extended. Dubois, strongly played 
for the place, was never prominent, and 
finished fourth. 

The fast race, previously referred to. was 
the third on the cord. Jake Weber and 
Kindred divided the play around 6 to 5 
and 8 to 5, but there was a fairly strong 
play on Springwells, because of fust work 
the chestnut mare had shown on the local 
track. The books laid 5 to 2 against her 
chances. Starter Bruen sent them away 
well together. Sprtngwells took the lead 
at the start and was never headed.

PRESIDENT BROWN SO RECOM¬ 
MENDS AT ANNUAL MEETING. 


INSTITUTION IN GOOD SHAPE. 


Reports From Several Heads of De¬ 
partments Are Full of En¬ 
couragement. 


OLD OFFICERS RE-ELECTED. 


The Louisville Presbyterian Orphan¬ 
age at Anchorage may have an addi¬ 
tion that will cost between $15,000 and 
$20.00u. The fifteenth annual meeting 
of the society was held last night at 
the Second Presbyterian church, and In 
his report President George CL Brown 
made recommendations to this effect. 
Mr. Brown said In his address thut he 
believed the capacity of the home 
should be increased so it would accom¬ 
modate 100 orphans. He did not believe 
the children should be Presbyterians 
exclusively, but that any applicants 
should be admitted, no matter what the 
denominational belief of their ances¬ 
tors. 

At last night's meeting Mr. Brown 
was in the chair and Mr. W. F. Book¬ 
er, the secretary, In attendance.

The President’s Address. 

Immediately after calling tne body 
to order. President Brown delivered the 
following address, which was well re¬ 
ceived : 

To the members of the Ixmlsvllta Pres- 
by tar lan orphanage Society—Greeting: in 
presenting the report fur the fifty-second 
year of your society’s existence, and tiro 
seventh year that I have had the honor 
to represent It us president. 1 think 1 can 
truthfully say that the good work Ini¬ 
tiated and contemplated by our ancestors 
has gone forward and not backward dur¬ 
ing the year Just puosed. 

The report of your matron Is so satis¬ 
factory and replete In the history of what 
Ims been accomplished at the home dur¬ 
ing the year, that l shall not undertake 
to add to. but shall quote from It. 

During a liberal portion of the year 
we have had within the home forty-two 
children, have dismissed seven and taken 
lu three, which glv**s us five vacant trod*, 
three for girl* and two for Iroys. How¬ 
ever, our physician. Dr. Cutnbert Thomp¬ 
son. advise* that he think* forty is *» 
large a number as we ought ever to 
have, under present conditions. 

\\> have hud application for tiro admis¬ 
sion of thirty-three children during the 
\ * .<r Our garden has afforded fresli veg- 
etuoles and much fruit, and In addition 
to what ha* been used for the institution, 
w.* have sold o$ garden and farm produce 
to the voJue of $t«U.47. Home of the buys 
urr irormltted to work In the neighbor- 
hiK>d -on certain occasions, their earning* 
bring divided equally between themselves 
ami the institution. Tha society hu* re¬ 
ceived from this source during the year 
$20.75. and three of the boys have started 
account* with a saving Institution 

The general condition of the home Is 
possible better thun ever before, and It 
I* open at all time* for the Inspection of 
friend* that are Interested lit It. the ma¬ 
tron preferring that such friend* should 
visit the institution without notice, so 
that it can be seen in Its general, and nut 
special, condition, and it give* me pleas¬ 
ure to state, that our building l* always 
absolutely clean and In perfect order. 

Mrs. Wm. t'harlton. of Anchoruge. hns 
very klmllv laugh shorthand to tnree of 
the girls gratuitously, and Mrs. Wins¬ 
ton. u 1 so or Anchorage. 1* giving lessons 
on the phi no. free of charge, to one of 
tiro girls, who has shown considerable 
musical talent, and I wish here to ex¬ 
press gratitude of the association for the 
klndm-s* of these ladles. 

During the venr we have hud the teeth 
of every child In the Institution examined, 
and found that nearly *11 of them re- 
qtiired sonro work by the dentist. This 
ha* added considerably to our expenses 
for ihe year. # # # 

Sunday-School Scholar. 

All of the children over ten years of 
age are memlrors of the presbvterlau 
Church, the Bible and catechism are 
studied every day In the home, and the 
children are *.*«g-r for church nnd Sun¬ 
day-school. nineteen having received cer¬ 
tificates for being present and perfect 
during the year, and fourteen having re¬ 
ceived Bibles for memorizing as many 
hvmm und chapters In the Bible as Uroy 
are years old.

For Other Children. 

While our orphanage Is Presbyterian In 
name and the doctrine* and principle* of 
the Presbyterian Church are taught sy»- 
tcmatlcally and vigorously.

children are trained to t>e pnogre-stve, m- 
dustriou* and provident. \\ h.le 1 bedeve 
tnt* to be true. -I mention it not in the 
spirit of boasting, but with Hro hope that 
that lnd1VfUu.il refpon*ih|j.ty urh:en evtry 
Intelligent and true Presbyterian must 
feel will India t* him to lose an earm-si 
interest in the children who have b**n 
left lews foriunale than they. While 1 ex. 
press rhls belief ft* a geneial prop.jft.tlon, 
rlrore are frequent exceptions, since in the 
language of the great poet M lton. often— 
’ Though Wisdom wake, 
Misfortune lurk* at \S .s-lom’s gdte." 
and none of us can tell what misfortune 
may liefall u* or our children.

food and clothing for such nuro4>er, lrre- 
rfpective of wnat thetr religious anc*s- 
t rag*- may have l>een.

Great Demands Made By East End 
Children On the Inadequate 
Library. 


Tiro Free Library at Neighborhood 
Hour*. 3M Ro*t J«ffer*on street, report* 
that during the four hour* It Is open 
weekly *n average number of ninety vol¬ 
umes I* taken from the shelve*. Owing 
In part to the lack of other book facili¬ 
ties In the district and In part to the 
limited range of the settlement library. 
It cannot lie said to irroet the increasing 
demand of student* In the city schools. 
It Is constantly depleted of it* over-used 
stories of American men and epoch*, and 
it falls to respond to definite request* for 
taformatfon on topic* assigned by public 
and high school teachera. 

The circulation cards show a sirottg 
demand for bo<ik» of travel and adven¬ 
ture. such a* the Bodley book*, the "Story 
of the Greet Republic," and stories of 
American pioneers. 

Book* are frequently taken out on one 
card two or three times In a* many 
months, showing that they are lent to 
friend* not regularly i»airemlz;ng the li¬ 
brary. But th*» wear and tear on the 
moat popular books I* severe, nnd not un. 
reasonable cum plaints are made that "it 
Isn’t any good" to take books without be¬ 
ginning or end.

The Willard Hotel entertained, a few 
weeks ago. a man who Is said to be 
the most notorious hotel beat and 
forger enjoying his liberty to-day. He 
undoubtedly came to Louisville to ply 
hfs game, but the shrewdness of Mr. 
W. 8. Miller, manager of the Willard, 
caused him to suspect that he would 
experience some trouble here, so he 
•ought other clime*, but not until after 
he had defrauded the hotel out of $8.50 
and a day’s board. 

On the morning of October 13, while 
all the clerks at the hotel were at 
breakfast, a well-dressed young man 
walked up to the. register and ad¬ 
dressed Mr. Miller. He said he had 
Just arrived In the city and had lust 
hi* overcoat, grip and other luggage 
on the Pullman car the night before 
and wa* without funds. He asked If he 
would bo permitted to register and re¬ 
main at the hotel utjtll he could secure 
fund* from the house he represented, 
which he said would be on the follow¬ 
ing day. 

Mr. Miller accommodated him under 
the circumstances. It being Sunday and 
well-nigh impossible to get a telegram 
through to a business house. The fel¬ 
low accordingly registered as "H. M. 
Cook, Chicago," and was assigned a 
room. About 7 o'clock that evening 
he returned to the hotel and presented 
a check for $100, drawn on, the Fort 
Dearborn National Hank of. Chicago, 
and signed by Foley & Williams. He 
asked to be given $5 on the check that 
night, cautioning Mr. Miller to tele¬ 
graph Chicago and learn If the check 
were good. Mr. Miller was a bit sus¬ 
picious of the check and the man. for 
he did not understand how r he could 
get check when a few hours before he 
had spoken of telegraphing to his house 
for funds. Yet Mr. Miller advanced 
him the money and the following 
morning he asked for $3.50 more, and 
again asked that Mr. Miller telegraph 
to the Ft. Dearborn National Hank to 
learn of the check's genuineness. That 
morning the telegram was sent, but the 
answer It brought was very vague, not 
saying whether the check was good 
or not. 

During the day Mr. Miller took the 
check to the Union National Bank, had 
It cashed and put $R1.50 in an envelope 
and placed it to Gook’s credit. The 
Union National Bank sent the check to 
Chicago for collection. It was paid by 
the Ft. Dearborn National Bank and 
the money returned here. By the time 
It hod arrived a telegram had come 
I from the Chicago bank saying the 
check was a forgery, that It had been 
paid by mistake and asking for the re¬ 
turn of the money. Several days had 
elapsed during the exchange of checks 
between the two bank*, and the money 
was in the safe at the hotel awaiting 
to be claimed by Cook, He failed to 
return and Mr. Miller finally returned 
the money to the Union National Bank 
and U wa* transferred to Chicago, but 
not until after Mr. Miller had asked the 
Chicago people to reimburse him the 
money he lost in the transaction. They 
could not see it that way and he was 
compelled to make good the deficiency. 
It I* needles* to state that Mr. Miller 
Is not complaining over the loss of the 
money, because he realize* that It might 
have been $50 as easily as $S.50. 

Cook Is now being sought by the 
Pinkertons and fhe National Hofei Pro¬ 
tective Association for turning similar 
trick* In Cincinnati and Columbu*. Just 
n few day* before he came to Louis¬ 
ville he stopped at the Palace Hotel, 
Cincinnati, and while there he got Mr. 
Walter H. Maxwell, the manager, to 
cash a $100 check for him which was 
draw*n on the Union Tru*t Company, of 
Chicago, and signed by H. W. Caldwell 
& Son Company, machinists. There h* 
made the same plea tha; he made here, 
but asked for the whole amount of the 
check, and easily secured It. He i* 
also accused of ’defrauding the Nell 
Houce, of Columbus, out of a similar 
amount by means of a forged check, 
and the Midland Hotel. Kansas City, 
out of $125 in a like manner. 

These hotels placed tiro matter In the 
hands of th< Pinkertons and from de¬ 
scriptions furnished they immediately 
recognized him as a celebrated hofel

fTo the Editor of the Courier-Journal.) 
Among the needles* annoyance* with 
which (teeondary school work ta Amvrica 
ta beset, the capricious variation* In th# 
standards of admission to eidlege muy cer. 
tnlnly be reckoned as not the halt. The*# 
variations affect nor only the amount but 
also tho character of the work required. 

It Is. of course, not to be .1 spitted that 
a certain latitude In thta respect I* dis¬ 
tinctly advantageous. In a new, more or 
less sparsely settled, country the Cond’- 
tlons of life differ so widely that^a single 
high standard of admission to colleg# 
would In many sections of the* country 
practically forbid all efforts toward* high¬ 
er education. It is, however, not lutltud# 
but caprice that we deplore. Allowing track 
institution all possible freedom In the de¬ 
termination of its requirements, we ask 
that the meaning of these requirements b# 
distinctly and authoritatively formulated 
and Interpreted. For example, elementary 
French or German Is almost uniformly 
demanded by college* for admission; sure¬ 
ly the interests of all three parties con- 
erned—:ht* student, the secondary school, 
the college—suggest that It be definitely 
understood what the designation, "ele¬ 
mentary French or German," means, and 
when thl* meaning I* once, ascertained »i* 
ta equally important that a uniform meth¬ 
od of passing upon t he student's work t # 
provided No n ore fatally dicourjgin* in¬ 
fluence upon both ochool and pup.I can 
be Imagined than the freqiicntly capricious 
result* of the ordinary matriculation ex¬ 
aminations. In many instances the ques¬ 
tions appear to have been prepared oy 
more or l**s inexperienced .nstructurs. and 
the marking seems to proceed more by in¬ 
spiration and Insight than by a procses 
of Judical estimation. Absurdities and 
blunders arising in particular cases It is 
practically impossible to rectify; a pro¬ 
test may neip mutters another >eur. or 
It muy not, in case a change of examiners

An amended petition wa? filed yes¬ 
terday in the Injunction suit of the

It Is also 
charged that the L. and N. failed to 
obey the restraining order, granted by 
Judge Field, until alter the sales date 
mentioned In the petition. 

It is further staled that the L. and 
N. can make the delivery of live stock, 
as desired, without danger. Inconven¬ 
ience or expense, and that by this deliv¬ 
ery all stock raisers, dealers, com mis- 
slun. merchants and handlers of live 
stock would be enabled to transact 
their business In the manner desired by 
them. 

Mr. W. M. Smith, of counsel for the 
Central Stock Yards Company, staled 
that the amended petition presented 
no material new allegations except to 
show that the L. and N.. as he said, had 
not delivered the cars covered by the 
restraining order until after sales day. 
Ml Smith also said that in the past 
two days the L. and N. had received 
about fifteen cars of stock consigned 
to the Central Stock Yards Company 
and fiml refused to deliver tnem as de¬ 
sired.

The Democrats saw that the Republic¬ 
ans were trying to make an attempt to 
take the election from them, and they 
telegraphed for Mr. McChord. 

After looking over the situation and 
becoming convinced that there was no 
reason why the ballots should not be 
counted, he telegraphed to Circuit 
Judge McBeath, and Mr. McChord ap¬ 
peared before him Sunday and sued out 
a mandatory Injunction compelling the 
election officers to count the ballots in 
the four contested precincts and to 
make the returns according to the vote 
cast ho matter whom It elected. The 

# ballots were counted yesterday after- 

* noon, and It was learned that the in¬ 
junction had been obeyed. The Repub- 
llran Sheriff was elected by a small 
majority. 

State Senator John Barret wont to 
HardlnBburg Sunday night to repre¬ 
sent the Republicans In the contest. 
Had the votes been thrown out as th«* 
Republicans desired Mr. Blanford 
would have been elected to the Legis¬ 
lature. 

MR. DEMPSEY IS IN 

A SERIOUS CONDITION. 


Vr. Cartledgc Believes He Will Re¬ 
cover Unless Complications 
Arise. 


Mr. J. Fletcher Dempsey, the Rail¬ 
road Commissioner, who was seriously 
injured Sunday night by being thrown 
from a carriage on the Shelbyvllle pike, 
is still In a serious condition. Dr. A. 
Morgan Cartiedge. the surgeon, was 
called in yesterday morning and he and 
Dr, Kiefer again examined and dressed 
the injuries. Dr. Cartledge said the in¬ 
juries were serious, but he feared rto 
fatal results unless other complica¬ 
tions arose 

Mr. Dempsey is pretty,badly cut and 
bruised about the face and body, and 
his Injuries are such that he will be 
kept closely confined for several weeks. 
It Is with the greatest difficulty that he 
moves, and he speaks with great effort. 
Mrs. Dempsey arrived yesterday morn¬ 
ing and everything Is being done for 
Ms comfort. His physicians will not 
permit him to be moved from the 
Louisville Hotel until his Injuries heal 
to some extent- 

Commissioneis Postpone Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the Kentucky 
Railroad Commission will be held In 
Louisville Instead of at Frankfort, as 
was originally intended. The meeting 
was to have been held yesterday, but 
the accident which befell Mr. Dempsey 
necessitated a postponement, and Mr 
McChord, the chairman, ordered It to 
be held at the Louisville Hotel Thurs¬ 
day. In the event Mr. Dempsey has 
not recovered sufficiently to tak* pnrt 
In the meeting on that day, It will be 
further postponed or h*dd In his room.l 
where h»- can be consulted. 


History repented itself In the Federal 
Court yesterday. 

One year ago last April, Judge Walter 
Evans, In his charge to the jury In the 
case of H. H. Mullen and others. under 
Indictment for tx>nsplracy to disfran¬ 
chise negro voters, said: 

"Now. It Is a fact that cannot es¬ 
cape your attention, that If these de¬ 
fendants desired, or anybody behind 
them desired, to have colored men de¬ 
prived of the right of voting, that It 
would be at such a precinct as this, and 
It Is not Improbable that Just such men 
as these defendants would be chosen to 
carry that object Into execution.” 

Yesterday afternoon almost the Iden¬ 
tical language was used by District At¬ 
torney Hill, In tils speech to the jury 
In the third trial of the same case. Mr. 
Hill said: 

is precinct Is largely colored In 
Its voting population and Is such a pre¬ 
cinct as Just such men as the defend¬ 
ants would select to commit such of¬ 
fenses ns are charged against them.’* 

At the trial in April, 1900, the jury re¬ 
tunned a verdict of guilty. Counsel for 
defense carried the case to the United 
States Circuit Court at Cincinnati, and 
secured a reversal upon the attack 
Judge Evans made on the characters of 
the accused. 

When District Attorney Hill m ide a 
similar statement in tns sp?ech yester¬ 
day afternoon. .Mr ThOft, B. i 
one of the attorneys for the defendants, 
Jumped to his feet and objectrd to such 
an attack on the character of. his cli¬ 
ents. 

Judge Evans was all attention In a 
moment. Perhaps he was wondering 
"where have I heard those words be¬ 
fore?” Whether or not this Is so he sus¬ 
tained Mr. Gordon In his objection and 
Mr. Hill very submissively retracted 
the statement, saying be probably 
should not have spoken of the defend¬ 
ants in the manner he did. 

Mr. Gordon was quick to remember 
where he had “heard laoe* words be¬ 
fore,' and lost no time in taking ad¬ 
vantage of Mr. Hill’s blunder. Before 
the words of the retraction of the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney had died, ho had put 
down in writing his objection to the 
statement and had handed it to Judge 
Evans. 

The Incident, unfortunate ? >r the 
Government, inasmuch as the words 
had found such lodgment in the ears 
of the Jurors that no retraction could 
remove, perhaps giving the defense 
grounds to secure a reversal again in 
case of conviction, seemed to weigh 
heavily on Mr. Hill and he concluded 
Ms argument before the cxplr:itl->n of 
the time allotted to him. When Mr. Hill 
had finished. Judge Evans ordered Mar¬ 
shal James to take the Jury In custody 
and leave the room. Tills done every 
one expecting to see “something start.” 
waited. 

The court, however. fooled th^tn Mr. 
Hill was shown the written objection 
and then the Judge said he would ad¬ 
journ until 10 o’clock this morning, 
counsel for defense and the District At¬ 
torney to make notations of whvt law 
on the subject they wished to cite upon 
the reconvening of court. 

• • • 

Evidence By the Defense. 

Yesterday's session of court wns de¬ 
voted, In the morning to evidence Intro¬ 
duced by the defense; In the afternoon 
to the argument. 

After the calling to order In the fore¬ 
noon there wai* »n hour consum-d In 
a legal wrangle, the jury retiring Three 
motions were made by Mr. Gordon: 

First, for peremptory Instructions. 
Overruled. 

Second, to exclude certain conversa¬ 
tions with W. F. Crites, who is deal, in 
the absence of the other defendants. 
Overruled. 

Third, to take from the consideration 
of the Jury the case insofar os it re¬ 
lated to the defendant Mullen. Over¬ 
ruled. 

Judge Evans said with reference to 
the last motion that he would Instruct 


the jury that If It had not been estab¬ 
lished to Its satisfaction that there was 
a conspiracy In which Crites was con¬ 
cerned. his statements should not be 
considered with reference to the oth¬ 
ers. 

The Jury was then brought In and R. 
P. Anderson, colored, recalled to correct 
Ills testimony as reported by the sten¬ 
ographer. The defense objected to tills, 
but were overruled, and Anderson was 
allowed to make the correction, which 
somewhat strengthened his testimony. 

Among the first witnesses Introduced 
by the defense was Owen Evans, col¬ 
ored. who stated that It took him only 
a short time to vote, and he was asked 
but one question—for whom did he 
want to vote In the School Trustee’s 
race. Frank Scott Henry E. Kemp, W. 
A. Jones, Hal Mason and J. W. Murray 
were other colored men. who testified 
to the same effect, their testimony not 
being shaken by the District Attorney 
on cross-examination. 

• • • 

Polling District Was Tough. 


John Enright a police officer, sold 
the West and Green streets neighbor¬ 
hood was tough, hut there was no dis¬ 
order at the polling place throughout 
the day. although a big crowd was con¬ 
gregated there. He said voters were 
called from the head of the line. 

The next witness was Police Capt. 
Thomas Riley, who said he had been 
sent to the polling place on election day 
to arrest Mullen, Crites, O’Neil and 
Locke on the warrant sworn out by Mr. 
Baskin. He said he placed the men in 
the patrol wagon and hustled them to 
the police station. He said he saw no 
disorder at the polls. Riley's testimony 
was corroborated by Police Officer 
David Scanlon, who also stated that the 
voters were called from the head of the 
line. The Bi own-Johnson Inspector In 
the polling place, John T. Mooney, said 
he had challenged a good many voters, 
lie testified that Anderson, the Re¬ 
publican judge, had charge of the reg¬ 
istration book and looked up the vot¬ 
ers' names and addresses as they came 
In. 

• • • 

Testimony of Dead Man Again. 

The defense was allowed, by agree¬ 
ment, to read to the Jury the sten¬ 
ographic testimony of William Buch¬ 
anan, colored, now dead, which was 
given at the former trial. It related 
simply to the facility with which he 
voted. He was not questioned and 
voted promptly. The defense sought to 
prove that Mr. J. R. Watts was con¬ 
tradicted by the record of the former 
trial when he stated that he had not 
seen a white man vote or go Into the 
voting place. At the present trial he 
said the white men voted more rapidly 
than the negroes. 

Thomas R. Gilchrist was placed on 
the stand and Identified the hook which 
Locke used to challenge from, hut on 
objection from Mr. Hill the book was 
not allowed to go into the record. 

Judge Evans also refused to allow a 
printed list of convicts, about which 
the defense wished to question certain 
witnesses, to become a port of the rec¬ 
ord. 

Court then adjourned until 2 o'clock, 
when Deputy County Clerk George 
Schenke was the last witness Intro¬ 
duced. He testified as to the number 
of men who voted for each nominee on 
a given ticket. The argument was next 
begun. Mr. Sw&g&r Sherley led off for 
the defense and was followed by Mr. 
Gordon. Both made good speeches for 
their side of the case. District Attor¬ 
ney Hill closed the argument and Judge 
Evans adjourned court until this morn¬ 
ing at 10 o'clock, when he will charge 
the Jury and send it to a room to de¬ 
liberate. 

It Is believed that there will he a 
verdict of acquittal or a hung jury.

TWO PLANS 


REPORTED FAVORABLY BY 
FALLS POWER COMMITTEE. 


Plant Will Cost About $200,000 and 
a Long Tunnel Will Be Nec¬ 
essary. 


The special committee appointed by 
the Louisville Commercial and the New 
Albany Comm*A|al Club to suggest a 
plan for utilising the water power of 
the Ohio falls had a meeting at the 
Commercial Club nnd made Its report. 

Twelve plans were submitted to the 
committee, and all were considered, but 
ten were rejected and the remaining 
two reported favorably. Neither of the 
plans attempts to make an estimate of 
the cost entailed, but It Is the belief that 
a plant built along the lines laid down 
In either of the plans will cost about 
$200,900, as It will be necessary to build 
a tunnel five-eighths of a mile In 
length and sixty feet below the tracks 
of a railroad under which It Is necessary 
to tunnel. 

The committee believes both of the 
plans recommended are feasible. Just 
what further steps will be taken In the 
matter Is not known, but an effort may 
bo made to organize a company and 
build a plant. 

The report of the committee in full 

Is as follows: 

To the Commute on Utilization of Falls* 
Power—Gentlemen: The coramltDre, after 
examining the plana nml specifications re¬ 
ferred to, beg leave to rcoort that twelve 
(12) plunn were submitted for the utiliza¬ 
tion of the water power of the falls of 
the Ohio. After careful consideration of 
these plans, your committee decided to 
thrown out ten (10) of them, because of 
the principles Involved. 

Your committee has no suggestions to 
offer as to the feasibility of using either 
of the other pinna, one of which wns pre¬ 
sumed by Dr. Hugh \V. Graham nnd the 
other by Mr. J. N. Gathrlght. Both these 
plans used the most approved form of 
turbln waterwheels, and differ only In 
the methods of conducting the water to 
the wheels. 

From the data furnished to the subcom¬ 
mittee. It Is Impossible for it to make any 
estimate as to the available power. This 
report Is based entirely on principle and 
not upon figures or actual work, because 
the committee has nothing before It upon 
which It could base a calculation as to 
the working power of the foils during any 
particular stage of the water. This Is n 
matter that can only be settled by n 
competent hydraulic engineer. As to the 
length of time during each year that the 
falls may be available for use. your com¬ 
mittee respectfully refers you to the 
records of the Government Engineer In 
charge of the falls, or to the United 
States Weather Bureau in this city. 

However, your committee believes that 
during a good portion of the year here 
Is sufficient fall In the wnter to give a 
useable head, but ns to the manner of us¬ 
ing this, your committee would ugnin re¬ 
fer you to some competent hydraulic en- 

^ There Is one recommendation which 
vour committee wishes to make In con¬ 
nection with the establishment of a plant 
for supplementary or auxiliary work. 1. 
e : that this plant be established on the 
Kentucky side, where most of thu power 
Is to be used The loss In transmission 
from a point near the lowest point of the 
falls on the Indlanh side to the point of 
distribution on the Kentucky side would 
be about 15 per cent., which can be saved 
by locating the auxiliary or supplement¬ 
ary plant lit tho point of distribution.
